Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 and 5-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art of record fails to teach, or suggest any obvious combination 
of the limitations discussed in the previous Office Action, and further comprising the 
limitations of (With respect to claim 1) wherein a mounting means comprises a 
rotatable cam connected to said apparatus, a driving portion to be moved in a horizontal 
direction by the cam, and an O-ring fitted in the outer circumferential portion of said 
driving portion, the cam being connected to said apparatus and being rotatable whereby 
a part of the outer circumferential portion of said driving portion is pressed against the 
inner wall of a space of the sub-head portion so that said apparatus is mounted on said 
sub-head portion.
